A LESSON IN POLITICS. 

The defeat of Hon. W. S. Ed¬ 
vards, for Congress, in this dis¬ 
trict, and Col. H. H. Andrew, for 
State Senate, points a moral to 
those enterprising politicians who 
at times are inclined to believe 
that a nomination at the hands of 
the stronger party iii tatamount to 
an eieotion. 

So as not to be misunderstood,

The recent elec¬ 
tion gave Judge Johnston 212, and 
the West Virginia News and other 
partisans claim that thia shows 
great Republican gains in thia 
eoonty. We wish to submit tbe 
following Aalculatiou made by an 
expert mathematician to show that 
tbe Democrats cast their due pro¬ 
portion of the vote; that there was 
no bolting; and that the number of 
Republicans who stayed at home 
was proportionately the same as 
the Democrat*.

Huntersville and other precincts, 
the party gained over 1896. Where 
the platitudes of recent party pa 
pen or party orators were relied 
opon to waken up voters who have 
no personal interest in politics, .the 
party lost ont of all proportion.

THE RACE WAR. 

Tbe 11th of November was an 
awful day for Wilmington, North 
Carolina. Tbe race troubles occa¬ 
sioned by tbe wholesale induction 
of negroes in office bad resulted in 
a triumph of tha white people’s 
tioket at the polls. Then tbe 
whites, before they disbanded their 
semi-military organisation, decid¬ 
ed that Tbe Record, a negro dally, 
should be removed from the eity. 
They made a deft and to that effect 
and, bo reply having been reoeived 
they marched to the printing office, 
destroyed the machinery, and hom¬ 
ed the building. A little later a 
negro wounded a guard, and then 
followed general rioting, in which 
six negroes were killed, twenty 
wounded, and three whits men 
wounded. 

The negro city government re¬ 
signed and a white man’s succeed- 
ed it, and restored order. ' 

Tbe negroes voting the one tick¬ 
et, and making their vote effective 
Is a great menace to our oountty. 
They cannot oast an undivided vote 
without bolding the balance of 
power in many sections, and yet 
the tamper of thu country doss not 
permit them to tak^ tha reins of 
It. w ,

W. Warwick’s election to the 
gf Superintendent of Free Schools 
by 28 vote*, tbe smallest majority 
a regular Democratic nominee for 
a oonnty office baa received in tbie 
eoonty for many years. The par¬ 
ty organization had made an effort 
to discover whether there waa any 
organized effort to defeat thiajnom- 
having been put on their 
guard by certain signs of opposi¬ 
tion developed at the teachers’ In- 
atitnte held at this plaee in Aog- 
ust. They had decided from the 
information received that while he 
might be scratched to a certain 
extent by some of the teaoherB, 
there waa no regular combination 
against him and that be was aa 
safe aa if he had already been 
elected. ** 

When the returns began to oome 
in from over tbe couuty hie friends 
became affirmed, and the candidate 
himself oonceded the election of 
bis opponent, C. B. Grimes. 

It waa suggested after the prim¬ 
ary that not a single school teach¬ 
er could be named who voted for 
Warwick, and in light of .subse¬ 
quent events very few of the teach¬ 
ers of the oounty voted for him in 
the geoeral eieotion when he was 
the party nominee. 

Tbe whole occurrence settles 
two things: Tbe first ie that War¬ 
wick will be the next Superinten¬ 
dent, and tbe second that he will 
be succeeded by Barnett Grimes, 
of Lobelia. Grimes made the race 
in the primary against Warwick 
and supported hiaj faithfully ever 
since, in spite of the fact that hia 
support oonld easily have elected 
hia brother, the RepuJiUiea' nomi¬ 
nee. Hia cinch tbe nomina¬ 
tion in 1902 jpiff only be equaled 
to that o£ Joe Buzzard’s, in 1696, 
for Assessorsbip. In 1902 so 
,ijrany sohool teaohers will groan 
and say: “Ob, if I had only not 
slipped my trolley in 1898 I could 
be elected Superintendent and 
make a speech in every achool- 
honee in the couuty." Foar years 
seems a long time, but it will roll 
around, and then vengeance saitb 
the party. 

The result shews the weak place 
in primary elections.. Where there 
are „ two leading candidates the 
primary ie the Bafe way to make 
party nominations. Where there 
are more than two leading candi¬ 
dates, the choice of the minority is 
apt to be nominated and then there 
is trouble. 

We have been told that in cer¬ 
tain parte bis opponents said 
that Warwick belonged to that 
whooptydoo known as the "Court- 
house ring.” Thia ia a meaningless 
election cry whioh is raised with 
more or leae effect in every rural 
district in the United States, and 
many there be that are deceived 
thereby. If there ia auoh a thing 
in Pocahontas, it ia a very honest 
and upright ring which commends 
itself to tbe people of the oounty. 
How they conld ever identify with 
it a quiet country gentleman like 
Jim Warwick, who has not been 
in politioe for twenty-five years, ia 
more than we can aee. He does 
not live at the oonrt-honae. He 
certainly has had nothing to do 
with tbe rich contracts the County 
Court lets, nor has he become im¬ 
mensely wealthy teaching school 
out of the pnblio fund at $26 per 
moqth. In the printed reoord iifj 
the case, of Herold vs. Barlow ia 
hia affidavit to the effect that he ia 
aa “poor aa a church mouse.” Now 
why should he be claseed with the 
oppuleot court house ring?
